At the next meeting of the commit- 
tee, it is expected that the proposi- 
tion of incorporating safety instruc- 
tion courses in local kindergartens 
and the first six grades of local ele- 
mentary schools will be discussed. In 
25 cities of this country, this plan has 
been instituted with beneficent re- 
sults. In year it decreased the 
accident toll 34 per cent in Detroit. 
The Detroit Junior High school, pre- 
vious to the establishment of this 
course, averaged one serious accident 
every six days. During the month of 
May and for the remainder of the 
term, had no accident which  prevent- 
The 
good results in these cities have been 
directly attributed to the intensive 
“safety” campaigning and the incor- 
poration of courses on safety in the 
publie schools. 

Compiles Manual. 

R. G. Jones, superintendent of the 
Cleveland public schools, recognizing 
the need of safety instruction there, 
compiled the “Safety Instruction 
Manual for the Cleveland Public 
Schools, Grades One to Six.’”” Every 
form of safety training is included in 
this manual, and the local safety com- 
mittee hopes such a one will be 
adopted here. 

“The Traffic Game” is included in 
the instruction. “One child is chosen 
for traffic policemen,” states the man- 
ual, ‘Lines are drawn on the floor 
in front of the room to represent 
street car tracks and sidewalk. The 
child choseu for traffic policeman 
stands in the strip between tracks. 

“The rest of the children of the 
class are the pedestrians; these chil- 
dren eross the street, taking care to

i watch carefully the signals of the po- 


liceman. ‘The latter may have a sign 
saying ‘Stop’—-‘Go,’ or he may use his 
arm and hands in signaling.” 

Other games are played. Composi- 
tions and recitations on traffic prob- 


lems are featured. and classes taken 


to town to watch the practical work- 
ing of traffic at street corners, and also 
the children are taken to the top of 
where the teacher points 
out how traffic should be run, traffic 
violations and jay-walking. 

Officers as Lecturers. 

This course also calls for  police- 
men and firemen to visit the school 
classes and address the pupils on traf- 
tie problems, the way to avoid acci- 
dents, ete.

Interest in Address. 

Among the statesmen and diplomats 
of the visiting nations the great topic 
of interest tonight was the address 
at Arlington today by President Hard- 
ing, who summoned the conference 
into being and who will welcome it to 
American soil tomorrow. Upon every 
hand were heard explanations of satis- 
faction that in paying his tribute to 
America’s soldier dead the chief execu- 
tive grasped his opportunity to renew 
the pledge of the United States to 
take its full share of leadership in 
the attainment of a better order. 

In the fulfillment of that pledge 
it is the explanation that the Ameri- 
can government will place before the 
conference as soon as it begins its 
work a concrete proposal for arina- 
ment limitation. Such a proposal has 
been prepared by the American dele- 
gates, and there seems to be universa] 
agreement that as the initiator of the 
negotiations, the United States should 
have the first say. Whether the pro- 
posal will be submitted tomorrow, how- 
ever, iS a question which present in- 
dications would answer in the nega- 


tive. 

The American delegation held a 
final conference today, Secretary 
Hughes calling them together soon 
after the ceremonies at Arlington were 
concluded. The discussions were con- 
tinued well into the evening. 

Open to Public. 

For the most part, tomorrow's open- 
ing session, which will be open to the 
public, is expected to assume a char- 
acter quite perfunctory. Secretary 
Hughes, as head of the American del- 
egation, will call the conference to or- 
der, and after President Harding has 
delivered his address the delegates 
will turn to the business of perfect- 
ing a permanent organization. Diplo- 
matic custom generally is expected to 
assure the selection of Mr. Hughes as 
permanent chairman, and when that 
and other details of personnel are 
completed it is probable an adjourn- 
ment will be taken until Monday. 

Renewed evidences of the pressure 
of world opinion for success of the 
conference reached Washington today 
from many quarters. In a_ forinal 
message President Millerand of 
France expressed to President Har- 
ding a profound hope that a better 
world order would result from the ne- 
gotiations here. It became known 
also that Pope Benedict had decided 
publicly to make known his desire 
that the purposes of the conference 
be attained. 

The pope, long a leading advocate

First of the con- 
cessions he declared would have to 
be made by Germany was “the de- 
struction of every arbitrary power 
anywhere that can separately, secretly 
and of its single choice disturb the 
peace of the world.” 

In a few hours the unknown sol- 
dier on his caisson was to reach his 
peace. Within a few months from 
that day at Mount Vernon, Wilson, 
too. was to achieve a victory for the 
allies on the peace basis he advo- 
cated.

“Your work will never be ended 
till— 

“You gave everything for peace; but 
your sacrifice will be sterile unless—” 

These words spoken last month by 
that great soldier, who led our armies 
to vctory, General John J. Pershing, 
at the grave of the unknown soldier 
of France, should be written upon 
the walls of the hall where the rep- 
resentatives of the nations will hold 
their conference for the limitation of 
armaments. General Pershing, stand- 
ing by the soldier’s grave beneath~the 
Arche de Triomphe -in Paris and 
speaking to the man, who died for 
us three years and more ago, said: 

“Comrade! In your heart there is 


malice toward none, but charity for 
all. 
lamity—war; but .your «work will 
never be ended till all ffeoples have 
rid themselves of the burden which 
preparation for war imposes. You 
gave everything for peace; 
sacrifice will be sterile unless a gen- 
erous sentiment of disinterested co- 
operation replaces all hate.” 

The general was speaking to all of 
our dead, but his words were intended 
for the living. 

Ambassador Herrick at the same 
time and place said: 

‘Tet us consecrate ourselyes to the 
unfinished work which they so nobly 
advanced.’ ” 

Has not God in the words of these 
men written upon the hearts and 
minds of all mankind a message, not 
of doom, such as: blazed before the 
eyes of Belshazzar’s host, “Thou art 
weighed in the balances and found 
wanting,’ but a message of hope, 
which yet has in it a word of warn- 
ine? 

Millions of soldier dead -did their 
share. They died to enable our: moth- 
ers and babies to live free and un- 
afraid. Freedom from the terrors of 
be the reward for the 
agony which piereed the souls of the 
wives and mothers of these men and 
boys. Can we do less than finish 
their work? Shall greed and hate 
make- vain their sacrifice? 

Carving Up China. 

The premier of France, 
Briand, has rightly said: 

“The world wants realities, 
soothing words.” 

One of these realities is an out- 
standing point of|danger, which will 
be before the conference on the limita- 
tion of armaments, the question of the 
open door in China. The soothing 
and! just sound of those words, “the 
open door,’ should not cause us to 
forget the ‘grim realities behind them, 
the treatment of helpless China and of 
Asiatics by white nations, who call 
themselves “Christian.” 

In 1842, heathen China tried to 
suppress the opitm trade. It was 
debauching her people. But British 
merchants were making millions by 
the traffic. Christian. Great Britain 
declared war upon the heathen to pre- 
vent the suppression. When the war 
was over, crushed and helpless China 
had to pay Great Britain $42,000,000, 
surrender Hongkong, and let the srade 
in opium go on, the destruction of 
her people’s bodies and souls con- 
tinue. 

China tasted realities. Missionaries 
spoke soothing words. 

France, following England’s exam- 
ple, annexed Cochin China and estab- 
lished a protectorate over Cambodia. 
Russia seized the Amur river, then 
the whole coast of Manchuria. France 
dipped in again and took Tonkim and 
Anam, whilé Great Britain in 1869 
carved off Burma. In 1890, she added 
Sikim.

Japan and Kaiser. 

Japan began to walk in the ways 
of the Christian whites. She seized 
the Liaotung peninsula, Formosa and 
the Peseadores islands. Civilization, 
silent before, now cried out against 
the wrong done*to China, Japan was 
forced te disgorge Liaotung, to see it 
seized almost immediately by Russia. 

Two German missionaries were kill- 
ed in Shantung. The kaiser thereby 
entered the game. Kiaochow was 
leased to Germany for ninety-nine 
years. As soon as she learned of the 
lease, Great Britein demanded and 
got the harbor of Weihaiwai and 400 
miles of territory in Kowloon, oppo- 
site Hongkong. Then the Yangtze 
valley was added to the British 

“sphere of interest.’ 

France at once raked the province 
of Yunnan into her “sphere.” 

Realities bit deep into the heart of 
China 

By defeating Russia in 1904, Japan 
regained possession€ of the Liaotung 
peninsula, and the treaty of Versailles 
declared Germany ousted from Shan- 
tung, and gave the harbor of Kiao- 
chow, which she had already taken 
from Germany, to Japan. 

Again civilization protested. And 
civilization’ was right in protesting. 
But Japan may justly ask, Why does 
civilization protest only when Japan 
robs China? Why is civilization 80 
silent about. the loot in the hands of 
Christian England and France? 

The Dominant Whites. 

Realities cry to us from Asia. 

In Asia are 17,206,000 square miles 
of land. Almost two-thirds of this, 
or 10,000,000 .square miles were be- 
fore the recent war ‘controlled by 
the western powers. Russia had 6,- 
495,970 square miles, England 1,998,- 
290, Holland 586.980, France 247,- 
580, America 114,870, and Germany 
193. The war wiped out. the German 
possessions, but added 100,000 square 
milea to those of France and Great 
Britain. Therefore, today Europe and 
America control some _ 10,100,000 
square miles of Asia. | 

the 52,825,000 square miles, 
which, rougitly speaking, form the land 
area of the earth, the white races, 
composing, approximately, only one- 
third of the population of the world, 
occupy or control about 46,146,084 
square miles, heaving much less than 
one-third of earth in control of the 
other races, who comprise about two- 
thirds of all mankind. 

Whatever may have been the mo- 
tives of the white races, who have 
grasped this control, grant that in 
the majority of cases it has helped 
and not hindered the weaker races. 
Still the reality is there confronting 
Japan with her teeming millions 
erowded for space to live. 

War for Business. 

This reality confronts us. If war 
between these United States and Ja- 
pan should rise over the question of 
the open doer in China, it would not 
be for the-purpose of repelling Asiatic 
hordes from our shores, but for the 
purpose of forcing our ideas of busi- 
ness and trade upon the people of 
Asia. The war would be fought in 
Asia. .There in that continent, our 
mothers’ sons would be called to die 
for_business reasons. ‘ 

Such words as General Pershing 
spoke in Paris—snéh ideas as were 
voiced in Arlington, -Armistice day, 
above the body of the unknown Amer- 
ican soldiet, conld not be voiced above 
the bodies of the men and boys who 
wonld fall in such a war. 

With realities like this before us, 
surely it is possible for the confer- 
ence at Washington to frame a policy 
for the world, which policy would do 
instice to, all races ‘including helpless 
China and without regard to Blood or 
eo'ar. 

To fail to do justice to all is to

Even the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska went east and 
beat the great Vittsburg team, 10-0. 
These scores serve’ as standards of 
comparison between the sections. 

In 1805 the University of Michigan 
turned out what was undoubtedly the 
greatest football team known to Amer- 
ica up to that time. While 1 cannot 
here describe that team there may be 
an old Michigan alumnus or two in 
Atlanta who recalls it and who may 
add a few words to this narrative. In 
1899 and 1900 the University of Chi- 
cago possessed two teams quite the 
equivalent of Michigan °95. All this 
history, however, was later submerged 
by the mighty feats of the “Hurry- 
Up” Yost teams at Michigan ‘in 
1904-5. . No history of the great game 
would be complete without a full 
chapter devoted to those teams. Yost 
developed a totally new sort of foot- , 
balli—the “Hurry-Up” variety.

Another and far more important 
aspect of middle western football de- 
serves especial mention. The stand- 
ards of the game in the middle west 
are set by the “Big Ten” conference. 
It has been the primary purpose of 
this conference to hold the sport with- 
in the bounds proper to university life 
as a whole. ‘twenty years ago foot- 
ball bade fair to do great injury to 
American academic life. It was rap- 
idly becoming professionalized. Be- 
sides, the old style of game, with 
the mass formations, lead to far too 
many injuries, even fatalities. It was 
the middie western schools which led 
in the reform, both of playing rules 
and of the entire management of the 
game. ‘This section,®more than any- 
thing else, saved the game as an ama- 
teur and college sport. 

Ohio State Looming. 

A word might be added with ref- 
erence to this seuson’s middle western 
championship. ‘The Obio State uni- 
Versity, which has won three out of
